FOR FARMERS’ TROUBL 


Atlanti: City, N. J., November 12. 
Declaring that che problems of the 
farmer are economic and not politi- 
cal, Louis J. Taber, of Barnesville, 
Ohio, master of the National Grange, 
in addressing the opening session of 
the National Grange meeting today, 
urged the 800,000 members of the 
organization to seek a cure for their 
trouble through adherence to sound 
business principles rather than by 
legislation. 

As Mr. Taber is being groomed by 
the National Grange as its candi- 
date for secretary of agriculture, his 
address was taken to be an enuncia- 
tion of his views regarding the farm 


problem. 

“We have cold contempt for the 
army of politicians,’ he continued, 
“who belittle the intelligence of the 
farmer by insistin, that his pros- 
perity is dependent upon their . sup- 
port. ‘True, the .armer needs leg- 
islation the same as labor, finance 
and industry, but legislation at best 
is but an enabling act. Self-help and 
not governmental help will secure real 
prosperity. Orators have expounded, 
commissions have investigated, writ- 
ers have given us a ueluge of books 
und literature on the farmer’s condi- 
tion and its cure with little bene- 
fit.” 

He pointed out that during the 
last three years farm values had 
shrunk $20,000,000,000 and that dur- 
ing 1922 over 1,100,000 tillers of the 
soil had left the farm and there prob- 
ably were more during last year. 

The cooperative system of market- 
ing’ and production was also touched 
upon, Mr. Taber declaring that both 
required eareful study. 

Reiterating the grange’s opposition

to the sales tax on the ground that 
it penalizes those who must spend 
practically their cntire income in fam- 
ily maintenance, he urged that con- 
gress take prompt measures to bring 
about a further reduction of the tax 
burden on the farmer. 

Mr. Taber suggested that the fed- 
eral tax on automobiles be used ex- 
clusively for the construction § and 
maintenance of highways and that 
the farm-to-market roads should not 
be neglected-in the development of a 
national highway system. 

He urged rigid enforcement of law, 
particularly prohibition, and the elimi- 
nation of officials who have betrayed 
the trust of the people. 

“Krom every ecross-road in Amer- 
ica.” he said, “there is coming an in- 
sistent demand for a new deal in 
polities and public affairs, The cring- 
ing, cowardly politician of the old 
school who puts party welfare, and 
party expediency above the people's 
cood and who is willing to traffie in 
the spoils of office, has no place in 
the civilization ahead.”

He. explained that 
his appeal to the tax committee was 
made enly after he had been unable 
to agree .with tax assessors on val- 
uation ot the machinery. 


Although total assessments of 
Foote and Davies company, on 
which 1924 taxes were levied, was 
$334,200, Mr. Foote complained only 
of the assessment of $105,000 on. the 
firm’s ,machinery, contending that 
its cas valuation is much less than 
that smount and fhat $50,000 would 
be a feir assessment figure.

Wilbur did not touch in his answer 
on Shearer's charges that the british 
government had not fulfilled its part 
of the treaty, as regards scrapping of 
ships, nor on Shearer's statement that 
destruction of the vessel was a sacri-| 
fice of taxpayers’ money. Shearer 
also stated that all the nations par- 
ticipating had not ratified all conter- 
ence treaties, and that the Washing- 
ton could not be scrapped until this 
had been done. Wilbur merely stated 
that the treaty provides specifically 
for the scrapping of the Washington. ' 

The secretary denied that the Wash- 
ington cost $30,000,000, as Shearer 
stated in his suit, giving the figure as 
$16,600,000, which was reduced to 
$15,240,000, he said, by sale of sur- 
plus material and other income. He 
also denied that the vessel was 85 per 
cent completed, as Shearer alleged, but 
said it was only 75.9 per cent finished 
when work was stopped in August, 
1922. 

Answering Shearer's statement that 
there was to be a congressional hear- 
ing with regard to salvaging the Wash- 
ington, so that the greatest amount 
might be saved, Wilbur said that an 
act of congress gave the president 
power to authorize how it was to be 


destroyed. 

Wilbur said the tests in connection 
with destruction of the vessel as 
planned are important in development 
of the navy. Privately, he stated that 
they were of much greater value to 
the navy than the small amount that 
could be realized by scrapping. 

He said he had no knowledge of any 
congressional hearing. as mentioned 
by Shearer, to determine whether the 
Washington should be converted into 
an airplane carrier. The Lexington 


and Saratoga are now being converted 
into airplane carriers, as provided in 
the treaty, which allows two, he said.

WILL NAME BUTLER. 


It seems to be agreed, judging 
from dispatches, that William M. 
Butler, chairman of the republican 


ed United States senator from 
Massachusetts to succeed the late 
Senator Henry Cabot Lodge. 


The state has a republican gov- 
ernor. It is the state of the presi- 
deft. The president appointed But- 
ler his campaign manager. He has 
asked for his appointment to the 
senate, it is said. 

The unique thing about it is that 
Butler was the feudal foe of Lodge 
in Massachusetts politics for years. 
And was at the time of his death. 
And thus one can never tell just 
what hands fate and destiny may 
play in the great world-wide game. 

Under the law of Massachusetts 
the executive appointment to fill-:a 
vacancy in an elective office wiil 
Stand untilk the next general elec- 
tion. That is two years hence. 
Therefore it will be Senator Butier 
at least during the 70th congress, 
and after that it will depend upon 
the Massachusetts voters. 

Although Butler will succeed so 
conspicuous a figure as Henry 
Cabot Lodge, the majority leader, 
that fact. will give him no especial 
advantage. Gillett, who has not 
yet taken the oath, will go in as 
junior senator by reason of the fact 
that he will not enter the senate un- 
til March 4, while Butler will go in 
at once. But i committee places, 
and in all senatorial assigffments, 
Butler can only be treated as a new 
member, starting at the bottom 
round of the ladder. 

The fact, however, that Butler 
comes direct from the president 
and fills the seat that Lodge held for 
30 years will give him a strong per- 
sonal advantage. He will probably 
become at least the Coolidge mouth 
piece on the floor—unless he talks 
too much. 

The appointment-of Butler to the 
senate—if that is a dependable fore- 
cast—will serve one good purpose. 
It will remove him from the cabi- 
net speculctions. He has been made 
secretary of everything from the 
treasury to labor by the prognosti- 
cators.

NEW HIGHWAY PLANS. 


The Georgia State Highway 
Commission made a commendable 
change in its road maintenance sys- 
tem when it agreed to establish on 
January 1 the county unit plan. 
Under this plan each county will 
have its own organized maintenance 
force, to work in cooperation with 
local and state highway forces. As\| 
it is each highway patrolman has a 
definite stretch of highway, usually 
about 35 miles to the gang, to main- 
tain regardless of county lines. 
This brings about a certain amount 
of conflict and overlapping which 
the new system will avoid. 

An even more advanced step by 
the commission, however, is the de- 
termination to establish a series of 
“highway maintenance schools’— 
one to each of the nine highway 
districts in the state. In 
schools patrolmen and assistants are 
to be taught how to maintain high- 
ways by those who know how, in- 
cluding instructions in the use of 
modern machinery and proven 
methods of road work. 

Of course maintenance conditions 
are different in different districts. 
Therefore it is assumed that the in- 
“truction in each district will take 
into account specific soil conditions, 
drainage elevations, etc, 

There is another important matter 


that it is hoped the highway com- 


mission will tighten up on another 
year, and that is getting behind the 
contractors to see that they have 
ample equipment and forces, or that 
their own sub-contractors are thus 
equipped. 

Excessive delays often occur in 
many projects because either the 
contractor, or sub-contractors, have 
not been properly equipped, or have 
been too weak financially to handle 
the contracts. 

The obligations of the State 
Highway Department on all con- 
tracts are perfectly good, therefore 
the department is always in posi- 
tion to enforce compliance with ‘ts 
contracts, thus weeding out the un-

“In behalf of all Georgia clubwom- 
en, I desire to express appreciation 
to our school trustees for the two 
years of tireless work which have been 
so largely responsible for this splen- 
did result in enlargement and 
strengthening of Georgia Federation’s 
school. Especial appreciation is due 
Mrs. John K. Ottley, who-has been 
the leading inspiration in this work, 
and to Miss Davis, our faithful prin- 
cipal, whose whole-hearted devotion to 
our work is euch «cn asset.

in New York next month. The pro-| 
posal was submitted to Commissioner | 
Landis by the Philadelphia Americans 
and asks that when a player is sold 
for $10,000 or more, the player shall) 
receive 10 per cent of the money in- 

volved. 

This proposal among others was | 
sent tonigh to all: major league club 
owners for their consideration prior 
to the winter gathering. 

Players at present are paid 
amounts as the interested clubs 
cided upon at the time of transfer. 

The New York Yankees have sub- 
mitted a proposal which would restrict 
major league clubs to 50 players, ex- 
clusive of ineligible or voluntarily re- 
tired players, prior to June 15, but 
provides that the number must be re- 
duced between that date and August 
ol to 25 active players.

Guiding the Bond Buyer 


POWER AND LIGHT BONDS 
ARTICLE XIV 


Some investors have no doubt asked why mortgage bonds of power 
and light companies are offered so often in series form. It is not un- 
usual to find the designation “Series A” or “Series B,” etc.. now tacked 
on to the description of the mortgage bonds of power and light companies, 
and also to find neither a definite limitation put on the total amount of 
bonds which may be issued under such mortgages, nor a Sinking fund 
provided for the bonds. 

These departures from the old form of issuing mortgages are based 
on sound investment principles, and, when proper provisions are sub- 
stituted for the old forms, the modern mortgage affords advantages which 
accrue mutually to the companies and to the owners of their securities. 
Such mortgages have come to be known as modern or “open end” mort- 
gages. They are fast gaining in popularity with power and light com- 
panies, and with investors, for the following reasons: : 

They create the means by which ONE mortgage is made to 
cover property owned and also provide for future borrowing for new 
construction as well. Economy is thus often effected, since the 
charges incident to frequent new financing arrangements may be 
considerably cut down. i 

They create the means by which additional financing can be 
done through the issuance of bonds, under a commen mortgage, 
bearing different interest rates, having different maturity dates, call 
features, tax features, ete. ‘he company may thereby gain a more 
flexible financial structure and place itself in a position to borrow 
and expand to better advantage under varying market conditions. 

They create the means by which the refunding of bonds may 
economically be effected. A favorable market sometimes permits 
the replacement of old bonds (which can be redeemed advantageous- 
ly) by a new issue bearing a lower interest rate. In this case, as 
in the case of the refunding of bonds which are maturing, much of 
the expense incident to new arrangements may be saved. _ 

They often create the means by which underlying and prior lien 
bonds may gradually be replaced by the modern mortgage through re- 
funding operations. Improvement may be thus effected, both in the 
position of the modern mortgage bondholders and in the financial 
structure of the company. 

‘But all of this does not explain how restrictions as to the amount 
of bonds which may be issued under a single mortgage may safely be 
discarded, or sinking funds eliminated. On close examination it is usually 
found that other pravisions have been made to protect the investor, The 
terms of the modern mortgage have become generally standardized. Us-

Senator 
Smoot, chairman of the senate fi- 
nance committee, favors such a re- 
ductioa.

NEED $4,000,000 
FOR 1925 SCHOOLS 


Approximately $4,000,000, inelud- 
ing a special appropriation of $500,- 
000, wili be needed by the board of 
education for 1925, according to in- 
dications Wednesday. : 

Altheugh the budget has not been 
completed and will not be presented 
to the school board for approval un- 
til the December meeting, it is 
thought that approximately $4,000,000 
will pe necessary to carry out the 
program outlined at conferences last 
week, participated in by heads of al] 
school departments. 

School officials said Wednesda~ 
that $6,000,000 really is needed, al: 
though, the department can carry out 
a curtailed frogram with less. 

Needed to Enlarge Schools. 

The $500,000 appropriation to be 
asked from city council is needed for 
enlargement of the new Henry W. 
Grady senior high school for boys, 
and the Hoke Smith junior high 
school, it was stated by H. Reid 
Hunter, assistant superintendent of 
schools, who will recommend that the 
schooit hoard vote to request such an 
appropriation.

In 
addition, attendance at the Hoke 
Smith school is certain to be larger in 
1925. We have built so many port- 
ables that the landscape is cluitered 
up with them, and in erecting more 
such buildings, we are only postpon- 
ing construction of permanent build- 
ings, and tke postponement is costing 
us a let of money.” 

$500,000 For Girls’ High. 

It is estimated that an additional 
$500,000 will be needed to meet pay- 
ments due mext year on the new high 
school for girls. The purchasing com- 
mittee of the board of education al- 
ready has been authorized to oruer 
$45,000 worth of equipment for the 
school, all of which will be paid for 
in 1925.

SIMPLICITY MARKS 


FUNERAL OF LODGE 


Cambridge, Mass., November 12.— 
In the simple rites of the Episcopal 
church funeral services were held for 
Senator Henry Cabot Lodge today in 
Christ church, which he had attended 
while a student at Harvard, where 
his marriage was solemnized and 
where funeral services for his wife 
were held some years ago. In a voice 
that trembled with the intensity of his 
sorrow, Bishop William Lawrence, of 
the Episcopal diocese of Massachus- 
etts, classmate and life-long friend of 
Senator Lodge, read the prayers. 

Except for the presence of represen- 
tatives of nation, state, the judiciary 
and other branches of public life, the 
funeral observances were kept as pri- 
vate as was possible in the case of a 
distinguished man. 

Admission to the church was by 
ticket and there were many empty 
pews, while thousands stood in the 
street outside. 

The space in front of the altar was 
banked with flowers, some bearing 
the names of those in highest official 
position in the nation. One wreath 
was sent at the request of Sir Esme 
Howard, British ambassador, on be- 
half of the British empire. 

The members of the family occupied 
the pews on the right side of the 
church at the front, and with them 
were the honorary pallbearers, all 
long-time friends of the senator. On 
the left side in front were the official) 
representatives from Washington, 
headed by Secretaries Hughes and 
Weeks and including Captain Adol- 
phus Andrews, naval aide to the pres- 
ident, there as the president’s personal 
representative. Governor Cox also 
occupied a place with these officials 
and behind, in order, were the com- 


mittees of the senate, house of repre- | 


sentatives and judiciary, 

As the church bells tolled for the 
opening of the service Bishop Law- 
rence walked down a side aisle to 
meet the casket and accompanied it to 
the altar. It was of plain black de- 
sign, with a few sprays of violets on 
the top. During the service guards 
representing the army, navy and ma- 
rine corps, stood at attention beside 
the casket. 

A surpliced choir sang “The Strife 
Is O'er,” and the “Son of God Goes 
Forth to War.’ Several times in the 
course of his reading of the service 
the bishop’s voice seemed on the point 
of breaking. 

According to a wish expressed by 
Senator Lodge his body was placed 
in the family vault on the side of a 
hill overlooking Mount Auburn lake in 
the cemetery of that name. Only the 
family accompanied the body to the 
cemetery with the honorary pall- 
bearers and Bishop Lawrence who 
read the brief commitment service of 
the Episcopal church. 


FINDS NEW EVIDENCE

Constable Carl Carlson, of North 
Haven, reported that he had come 
into possession of a gloodstained nap- 
kin and towel found by a boy near 
where Rogers was found dying in 
Miss Schneider's automobile. Mr. 
Church declined to admit that the. 
napkin and towel were the new evi- 
dence in question. There was no of- 
ficial confirmation of rumors that 
Rogers had engaged in a fight with 
another man at a hotel,
